The voting in the presidential 
election in Harrisburg this morn­ 
ing compared favorably with the 
1952 presidential election, when 
16,371 voters went to the polls in 
Saline county. 
A noon hour survey of nine Har­ 
risburg precincts showed 3,534 vot­ 
ing up into the noon hour four 
years ago compared with 3,400 to­ 
day. This small amount could easi­ 
ly be picked up during the after­ 
noon.

Against Invasion 


Ambassador Delivers 


Note to Acting Sec'y 


Of State Hoover 


WASHINGTON <UP>—Egypt ap­ 
pealed to the United States today 
for help—“by volunteers, arms or 
otherwise” — in resisting what it 
described as dishonorable and brut­ 
al aggression. 
The formal appeal was contained 
in a note delivered by Egyptian 
Ambassador 
Ahmed 
Hussein 
to 
Acting Secretary of State Herbert 
Hoover Jr. 
The note said the Egyptian peo­ 
ple “are fighting a battle of sur- 
i vival and of honor.” 
“They are fighting it not only; 
: for themselves and their country 
but equally for the civilized world,” 
! the note said.

Hussein said he did not know 
whether a similar appeal had been 
made to Russia or elsewhere. 
He also declined to give report­ 
ers Hoover’s reaction to his ap- j 
peal. 
Hussein delivered two commu-j 
nications to Hoover — the formal 
appeal for help and a communica- 
tion from Egypt to the effect that 
British and French bombardments 
of Egyptian cities is continuing 
and “casualties are very heavy.” 
He said he presented the Egyp- 
i tian appeal to the State Depart­ 
ment in an effort to get United 
I States help in any way to “stop 
this savage, brutal, dishonorable 
war.”

abroad. Usually convivial, usual­ 
ly frank about what they were do­ 
ing, the British and French were 
aloof.

not sit down for a highball with 
their American counterparts. 
ISRAEL’S ARMS BUILD UP 
For three months, London and 
Paris had seen John Foster Dulles 
block every move they proposed 
regarding 
the Suez Canal, 
and 
they bad decided 
in the future 
they 
would not 
telegraph their 
punches. As reported in this col 
umn October IO Prime Minister 
Eden and French Foreign Minis­ 
ter Mollet decided, for the first 
time in years, they would deliber­ 
ately keep Dulles uninformed. 


Meanwhile, American observers 
in Israel knew a military build-up 
was taking place, they so inform­ 
ed Washington. 
They had no 
idea, however, that the French 
and 
British were in on Israel's 
plans. 
Shortly before the Israeli arms 
build up developed into an attaek, 
John Foster Dulles called in the 
French 
and British 
envoys and 
blandly, rather piously informed 
them the President had instruct­ 
ed him to inform them he would 
not be swayed by the forthcoming 
elections. 
Despite 
the elections, 
he 
would stake 
a strong stand 
against aggression. 
The British and French envoys 
listened, but said nothing. Maybe 
they 
did not know 
what their 
home governments planned with 
Israel. 
If 
they did, 
they kept 
poker faces. 
After the Israeli* attack, Dulles 
moved again. Blithely he figured 
he could turn a crisis in {he Near 
East into a big plus politically at 
boma. 
By rushing before the 
United Nations he could demon­ 
strate once again that Ike was 
the man of peace. So he took a 
risk, made the move before the 
UN fast. He had no idea what had 
been brewing in the chanceries of 
Europe, no idea how deedy he 
had 
offended 
the 
French 
and 
British 
by his 
various 
moves 
blocking them in Suez. 
He did not know this until Brit­ 
ish Charge D’Aff a ires J. E. C o l­ 
son flatly informed him early this 
week that the joint British-Amer-

Near East aggression was dead — 
dead as a dodo, as far as Britain 
was concerned. This was the dec­ 
laration that President Eisenhow­

on.

Arrive for 
Olympic Gaines 


MELBOURNE OPi-Russian ath­ 
letes, pleased that their arrival 
in Melbourne produced no political 
demonstrations, today planned to 
get in their first workouts on Aus­ 
tralian soil for the forthcoming 
Olympics. 
The first contingent of Russia’s 
bulky team arrived by plane Mon­ 
day from Rangoon 
and settled 
down in the Olympic village with 
other athletes from Italy, Roman­ 
ia, Korea and The Netherlands. 
When the Russians made their 
Olympic debut at Helsinki, Fin­ 
land, four years ago, they camped 
in a separate village eight miles 
from the other competitors. 
But 
this time they agreed to mix with 
all other nations in the main vil­ 
lage. 
The Soviet team is expected to 
be the largest of the 1956 games. 
Sixty-three members were on the 
first flight to Melbourne and they 
will be joined Wednesday by an­ 
other large contingent when the

Forty-nine members of the Ko­ 
rean team also arrived Monday. 
The combined East-West Germany 
teams are due today, along with 
segments of the Japanese, Italian 
and Lebanese squads.

A spokesman said it was believ­ 
ed 26 men were entombed, bring 
ing the death toll to 37 following 
a pithead explosion late Thursday 
that sent deadly cola gas seeping 
more than a mile underground 
and trapping 118 miners. Eighty - 
eight were rescued.

Paym ents of two type* to farm ­ 
ers under the “ soil bank” crop re­ 
duction plans are counted as net 
earnings 
in computing 
earnings 
for social security insurance bene­ 
fit paym ents, and payments of a 
third type m ay be counted under 
certain conditions, according to E. 
Bishop Hill, rMgtr-' 
manager of 
the 
Social 
Security Administra­ 
tion in Harrisburg, who said many 
inquiries 
had been received on 
this subject. 
The soil bank payments to be 
counted as net earnings by self­ 
employed 
farm 
operators 
are 
those m ade under the “acreage 
reserve” program and the annual 
paym ents for land placed in the 
conservation reserve. 
Mr. Hill 
said. 
“ T h ese payments replace 
income which the farmer reason­ 
ably could have expected if his 
land 
had been kept 
in normal 
crop u se s.” 
A third 
type of soil bank pay­ 
ment is the conservation - reserve 
reim bursem ent payment. 
These 
are Paym ents me-e by the Fed­ 
eral Govrnm ent to pay part of the 
cost of carrying out the conserva­ 
tion 
practices 
and making im­ 
provem ents 
on the conservation 
p av em en ts on the conservation re­ 
serve 
They are included in figur­ 
ing the farm er’s net earnings only 
if the expenditures are deducti­ 
ble as business expenses for in­ 
come tax profits. 
A landlord who owns a farm and 
participates materially in the pro­ 
duction or managemen* of produc­ 
tion of farm c o m m o d i t i e s gets so­ 
cial security credit for his share 


of the soil bank payments just as 
the farm operator does, Mr. Hill 
pointed out. 
For a farm owner 
who receives rental income but 
who takes no part in the actual 
operation of the farm, neither the 
soil bank payments nor the other 
rental income counts toward so­ 
cial security benefits. 
Farmers 
who draw 
soil bank 


payments are 
subject to self- 
employment (social security) tax­ 
es as on other net earnings, and 
these earnings count toward social 
security 
retirement, 
disability, 
and survivors insurance benefits. 
“A 
large 
number 
of elderly 
farmers are retiring each month 
under the old-age and survivors 
insurance 
program provided 
bv 
the Social Security Act,” Mr. Hill 
pointed out, “and the amount of 
the monthly payment is based on 
the 
farm er’s 
average 
monthly 
earnings.”
